Reject teacher 
deal: Edmonton 
public board 


Split decision. Catholic 
board favours deal 
for labour peace

The Edmonton Public School 
Board is recommending prov¬ 
incial school boards reject the 
province’s deal with Alberta 
teachers. 

The board unanimously 
approved making that rec¬ 
ommendation to the Alberta 
School Boards’ Association 
(ASBA), while at the same time 
Edmonton Catholic Schools is 
recommending acceptance of 
the deal. 

Public board chair Sarah 
Hoffman said the deal, which 
they estimate will cost be¬ 
tween $12.5 and $18.5 mil¬ 


lion, is too costly for the 
school board to implement. 
While the province is pledg¬ 
ing to cover salaiy increases, 
Hoffman said there will be 
other costs the board can’t af¬ 
ford, especially in light of the 
tight budget handed down 
earlier this month. 

“With the proposed budget 
and with the proposed con¬ 
tract we are facing there is 
no way that we can continue 
to offer the same level of ser¬ 
vice without it impacting stu¬ 
dents,” she said. 

Hoffman said the deal cut 
boards out of the process 
and she believes local deci¬ 
sions should be made by lo¬ 
cal leaders. 

“We have been elected by 
Edmontonians to represent 
them on a local level, we have 
a long history over a century 
of making local decisions,” 
she said. 


Catholic School board chair 
Becky Kallal said they were 
supporting the proposed deal, 
because it brings stability. 

“We feel that labour peace 
really serves our students, our 
parents, our staff really well,” 
she said. 

She said the budget will 
force hard decisions, but that 
is unrelated to the teacher’s 
contract. 

“We do not believe that 
this tentative agreement is 
going to add cost pressure, be¬ 
cause this agreement is fully 
funded, certainly the budget 
itself is going to have ramifi¬ 
cations for all districts, includ¬ 
ing ours, but that is a different 
issue.” 

The ASBA is set to formu¬ 
late its position on the deal 
later this week. Education 
minister Jeff Johnson was not 
available for comment follow¬ 
ing the board’s comments.

City ended 2012 
with a surplus 

The city appears to have 
ended 2012 $18.6 million in 
the black. 

Chief financial officer 
Loma Rosen said while it is 
good to have it on the posi¬ 
tive side, it is fairly small in 
the context of the city’s 
$2-bilhon budget. 

“It is pretty tight when 
you consider how big our 
budget is.” 

The city is recom¬ 
mending putting about half 
of the windfall on small 
projects and putting the 
rest into a reserve account. 
The city’s stabilization 
reserve is below the ideal 
level, but above the min¬ 
imum the city allows. 

Rosen said the city 
would like to have more 
in its reserve accounts, but 
has to balance that with 
priorities. 

Council will consider 
the surplus on Wednesday.

Edmonton approved smaller 
lots in mature areas and other 
steps designed toward creating 
denser neighbourhoods, but 
many believe the city is not go¬ 
ing far enough.

The largest and most techno¬ 
logically-advanced correctional 
facility of its land in Canada 
was officially opened in Ed¬ 
monton on Tuesday after six 
years of construction. 

The new Remand Centre 
is a 60,000-square-metre max¬ 
imum-security facility that will 
house up to 1,952 inmates. 

“This is one of the largest 
construction projects this 
province has ever undertaken 
to date,” Minister of Infra¬ 
structure Wayne Diysdale said 
at the building’s grand open¬ 
ing. 

Nearly 1,400 prisoners will 
be transferred from the old Re¬ 
mand Centre to the new facil¬ 


ity next month. 

Male prisoners will receive 
new orange jumpsuits while 
females will wear navy blue 
sweatsuits. 

Inmates will be housed in 
self-contained pods that have a 
secure fresh air exercise room 
and common area. 

The new building boasts 
technological advancements 
including video visiting cap¬ 
acity so prisoners can con¬ 
verse with loved ones and 
a court appearance system 
so they can attend court via 
video link. 

“It’s safer and it also saves 
taxpayer dollars,” said Minister 
of Justice and Solicitor General 
Jonathan Denis of the onsite 
video court facilities. 

The $580-million facility is 
located at 18415 127 St. and re¬ 
places the 33-year-old Remand 
Centre in downtown Edmon¬ 
ton.

Hearing postponed. 

Alleged killer fell after 
watching disturbing 
video evidence in case 


Luka Rocco Magnotta collapsed 
to the courtroom floor after see¬ 
ing video evidence presented 
against him, forcing a post¬ 
ponement in his preliminaiy 
hearing Tuesday. 

Magnotta appeared dis¬ 
traught as the video played. 
When it was over, the suspect 
in a killing-and-dismember- 
ment case asked for a break. 
He stood up and fell on his side, 
crumpling into a fetal position. 

The evidence in the grue¬ 
some case is subject to a pub¬ 
lication ban. It could be made 


public if the case goes to trial. 

Magnotta was not back in 
court when the afternoon ses¬ 
sion began at 2 p.m. 

“He really doesn’t feel well 
and he’s not able to continue,” 
his lawyer, Luc Leclair, said. 

Judge Lori-Renee Weitzman 
said they could not continue 
without Magnotta present. She 
ordered the case suspended 
until Wednesday. 

During the morning seg¬ 
ment, Magnotta had held his 
hand over his mouth, as if he 
felt ill. Even the judge appeared 
to be affected by the evidence. 
She winced slightly at one 
point in the video. Some police 
investigators looked away

on three big priorities 


Manitoba. Mennonites 
sought parenting advice 
before assault charges laid 


Leaders of an orthodox Men- 
nonite community in Manitoba 
reached out for counselling and 
parenting advice before two 
members were charged with 
beating children with various 
weapons, including a whip and 
cattle prod. 

Enos Bauman, 54, and his 
son Cleason Bauman, 29, face 
various counts of assault and as¬ 
sault with a weapon. Cleason is 
also charged with assault caus¬ 
ing bodily harm. 

Court documents show the 
alleged offences involve seven 


children, boys and girls, dating 
back to July 2011. 

The pair was arrested last 
week and released on bail 
under conditions that include 
avoiding the community. 

Neither police nor the docu¬ 
ments on file with the court 
have disclosed a motive. 

A spokesman with the Men- 
nonite Centre Committee of 
Manitoba said Monday that 
leaders of the group came to 
Winnipeg last month to talk 
about “parenting concerns.”

Finance Minister Jim Flaherty 
is signalling he’ll make skills 
training, fixing up crumbling 
infrastructure and helping the 
manufacturing sector the key 
priorities in Thursday’s budget.

Cyprus votes 
down levy on 
bank deposits 


EU financial crisis. 

While protesters cheer 
move by Parliament, 
international bailout is 
now left in disarray 


Cypriot lawmakers have re¬ 
jected a critical draft bill that 
would have seized part of 
people’s bank deposits in or¬ 
der to qualify for a vital inter¬ 
national bailout. 

The bill, which had been 
amended Tuesday morning 
to shield small deposit hold¬ 
ers from the deposit tax, was 
rejected with 36 votes against, 
19 abstentions and zero votes 
in favour. One deputy was ab¬ 
sent. 

Hundreds of protesters 
outside Parliament cheered 
in jubilation and sang the 
national anthem when they 
heard the bill had not passed. 


Cyprus will now have to come 
up with an alternative plan to 
raise the money. 

If it doesn’t, it won’t qual¬ 
ify for external rescue loans, 
the countiy’s banks face col¬ 
lapse and the countiy could 
go bankrupt. 

The plan to seize bank de¬ 
posits was part of a larger bail¬ 
out package being negotiated 
with other European coun¬ 
tries. It was met with fiuy in 
Cyprus and sent jitters across 
financial markets. Had the 
bill passed, banks in Cyprus 
had planned to stay shut until 
Thursday to prevent a bank 
run. 

Although Cyprus is the 
smallest eurozone countiy to 
be bailed out, the proposal 
marked the first time savers’ 
bank accounts were to be dir¬ 
ectly targeted. Other bailed 
out countries such as Greece, 
Ireland and Portugal have 
raised funds by imposing new

Sheer oversight. Lululemon 
recalling black pants that 
reveal too much yoga butt 


Shares in Lululemon Athlet- 
ica Inc. closed down $1.76 to 
$65.74 on the Toronto Stock 
Exchange Tuesday, after the 
clothing maker recalled some 
of its black yoga pants because 
they were too see-through and 
warned the move would hurt 
sales. 

RBC Capital Markets analyst 
Howard Tubin noted it was the 
second product-related issue 
the company has had this year. 

“Combine this with the 
problems they had with red 
and pink garments earlier this 


year and bears could start to 
weave a narrative that Lulu¬ 
lemon is consistently encoun¬ 
tering execution issues while 
growing,” Tubin wrote in a 
note to investors, referring 
to problems with bleeding in 
some of Lululemon’s coloured 
clothing. 

The retailer pulled its popu¬ 
lar black Luon yoga pants 
from store shelves because the 
material used to make them 
was too sheer, showing off 
too much of their customers’

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THUMBS DOWN - STOP TEXTING 


I think we’re texting ourselves to death. 

I was reading a story by a relationship 
therapist who claimed that Canadians text 
eight billion messages a month. 

The point was something like: “How can 
anyone have a relationship when there’s all 
that texting going on?” 

That seemed like a lot to me, so I went to 
the Internet and did some research. No mat¬ 
ter how you slice it, the guy’s right. We do a 
terrific — or is that terrible — amount of tex¬ 
ting. 

According to one source, we send 227 mil¬ 
lion text messages a day or 10 million an 
hour. Another says Canadians send 2,500 
messages a second for a total of 78 billion a 
year. While we’re throwing around numbers, 
that comes to about 10 a day per subscriber. 

In the U.S., according to the Pew Internet & American

Life Project, the average user sends 40 mes¬ 
sages a day, but young Americans 18-24 send 
or receive 109.5 messages a day. 

It’s easy to conclude we’re all thumbs. 
These numbers correspond to my anec¬ 
dotal survey: nine times out of 10, wherever 
I go, everyone else is looking down. I’m the 
only one looking up. 

I’ve tried to pretend to look down and be 
like everyone else, but my heart’s not really 
in it. I have to admit I’m tired of texting, 
tired of tweeting, tired of email, tired of not 
talking to other people. 

Other people are actually pretty interest¬ 
ing, but only if you can get them while 
they’re not texting. They’re also not very in¬ 
teresting if their fingers creep toward their 
smartphone (41 per cent of Canadians say they keep their 
cellphone in reach at all times), nor are they interesting 


when they try to talk to you and text at the same time (18 per 
cent; at least they’re trying). 

It starts to get interesting when they try to drive and text 
at the same time, but not in a good way. An editor at Car and 
Driver found that it took longer to stop when he was texting 
than when he was legally drunk — an extra 70 feet, which is 
enough to drive you straight into the nearest tree. 

So here I am texting you, and here you are reading this 
text. Whoops. 

I hope you find this text interesting. I hope it encourages 
you to put away your smartphone and look up. 

Perhaps you’re not driving into the back end of the car in 
front of you at this very moment. Bonus. That means it’s not 
too late to put the phone away and start relating to other 
people, like your spouse, parents, friends, colleagues, per¬ 
fect strangers. It doesn’t matter. They’ve been so busy tex¬ 
ting, none of them will recognize you anyway. 

Start small. Smile. Remember? That’s something you do 
with your face, not your thumbs.

Harmony just wanted people 
to be left with a feeling, and 
if they’re horrified, that’s 
amazing, if they loved it, 
that’s even better. So I like 
when people hate the movie 
because it’s like, wow we 
really affected you and you’re 
really disturbed, and that’s 
great. 


“Just pretend it’s a video 
game” stands out as a 
particularly telling line of 
dialogue. 

Well, that wasn’t actually 
in the script. The script was 
more descriptive and veiy 
visual, veiy little dialogue. 
(Korine) said to pick out 
three scenes from the movie 
(for the audition), and each 
scene maybe had two lines. 

It was more of just visually 
what people looked like, 
what the girls were wearing, 
that they would dance, that 
they would play with guns, 
that they would have this 
love scene with Alien. And 
that’s what made the movie 
so brilliant, because half the 
things were made up on the 
spot two minutes before we 
shot or it was improvised. 

This is a great way to start 
a film career. Where do you 
go from here, movie-wise? 

I think I want to do another 
one like this. I want to work 
with a director who’s kind of 
like Harmony.

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Is Albuquerque’s tourism 
industry Breaking Bad? 




Drug-induced 
dilemma. New Mexico 
city is profiting from 
visitors scoping out 
sites from hit TV 
series, but is it a rep 
they want to promote? 


A fast-food burrito chain in 
Albuquerque has become an 
international tourist attraction 
as people come from all over 
the world to see the spot where 
a fictional drug trafficker runs 
his organization. A pastry shop 
sells doughnuts topped with 
blue candy designed to resem¬ 
ble ciystal meth. A beauty store 
has a similar product — crystal 
blue bathing salts. 

As Breaking Bad finishes 
filming its fifth and final sea¬ 
son in Albuquerque, the popu¬ 
larity of the show is providing 
a boost to the economy and 
creating a dilemma for local 
tourism officials as they walk 
the fine line of profiting from 
a show that centres around 
drug trafficking, addiction and 
violence. Breaking Bad follows 
the fictional character Walter 
White, a high school chemistry 
teacher turned meth lord. 

Albuquerque has seen an 
unexpected jump in tourists 
visiting popular sites from 
the show and local businesses 
cashing in on its popularity. 
Tourists are also flocking to 
sites that before the show were 
unknown and unimportant — 
the suburban home of White, 
played by Bryan Cranston, a 
car wash that is a front for a 
money-laundering operation

on the series, a rundown motel 
used frequently for filming and 
the real-life burrito joint, which 
is a fast food chicken restaurant 
on the show. The Albuquerque 
Convention & Visitors Bureau 
has even created a website of 
the show’s most popular places 
around town to help tourists 
navigate, and ABQTrolley Com¬ 
pany sold out all its “BaD” tours 
last year at $60 a ticket. 

“They ask if they can take 
pictures. They ask if Gus is 
here,” said Rachel Johnson, 19, 
a shift manager at the Twisters 
burrito restaurant in Albuquer¬ 
que’s South Valley, referring to 
the show’s character Gus Fring, 
played by actor Giancarlo Espo¬ 
sito. The eateiy has served as 
the location for the Los Polios 
Hermanos restaurant where 
Fring runs his drug operation. 

Tourism officials and busi¬ 
ness owners are quick to point 
out that they are walking a fine 
line in trying not to promote 
the dark themes from Breaking 
Bad. But their pride in the show 
taking place in Albuquerque — 
and the money that it brings 
in — is often enough to offset 
their concerns.

Presidential sites 


Washington is a city where 
eveiyone wants special ac¬ 
cess and a look behind the 
scenes of power. One of the 
best ways is to plan ahead. 

Call your member of Con¬ 
gress to request a personal 
tour led by a congressional 
staffer. Visitors can also ask 
for a tour of the Capitol 
dome. White House tours 
are also normally available 
through congressional 
offices, though they have 
been halted temporarily to government budget cuts. 
International visitors can request tickets through 
their countiy’s embassy. If you don’t have time for 
reservations, the Capitol Visitor Center offers free 
exhibits and tours of the Capitol. Tickets are available 
online. A limited number of same-day passes also are 
distributed at the information desks each day. The 
centre also offers specialty tours on the Capitol’s his- 
toiy and artwork. 



A walk through downtown Washington offers a chance 
to connect with presidential histoiy. A short walk from 
the White House, Ford’s Theatre, where President Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln was assassinated, offers daily tours with 
free same-day tickets distributed each morning at 8:30 
a.m. Otherwise, advance tickets are $2.50 per person. 
Walk five minutes further from the theatre and visitors 
will find the National Portrait Galleiy. Its most popular 
collection is the presidential portraits, including some 
of the most famous images of George Washington and 
Abe Lincoln. 



National Mall 

The nearly four kilo¬ 
metre grassy expanse 
between the Capitol 
and Potomac River fea¬ 
tures memorials hon¬ 
ouring five presidents, 
including George 
Washington, Thomas 
Jefferson and Abraham 
Lincoln, as well as 
Martin Luther King Jr. 
and battle monuments 
in tribute to America’s 
veterans. One of the best times to visit is in the 
evening, as the monuments are lit and crowds have 
dwindled. Beyond the large monuments, there are 
dozens of smaller statues, historic sites and walking 
paths along the mall. The park also draws about one 
million people each year to see its famous cheriy 
blossom trees when they reach full bloom in late 
March or early April. 




Waterfront and Kennedy Center 


Washington is increasingly embracing its waterfronts 
that were once neglected. New gardens and walking 
paths are bringing new life to these spaces. In George¬ 
town, a new park along the Potomac River has become 
a popular place to relax. Take a stroll along the water. 
Bring a picnic or stop for a late lunch at a riverside cafe. 
Then head toward the Kennedy Center along the river. 
This living memorial to President John F. Kennedy offers 
free tours with no reservations required. Arrive in time 
for the 4:30 p.m. tour of the theatres and concert halls. 
Then stay for a free Millennium Stage performance 
eveiy day at 6 p.m.

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Take a walk on B.C.’s wild side 



Galiano Island. The 
wildlife and scenery 
will keep you hiking 
on the 75 kilometres 
of trails that are 
waiting to be explored 


One of several Southern Gulf 
Islands in the waters between 
B.C.’s Lower Mainland and Van¬ 
couver Island, Galiano is the 
first stop from Tsawwassen for 
BC Ferries on its island run. 

The 50-minute ferry ride to 
the island allows time to shrug 
off the busyness of the Vancou¬ 


ver area and arrive ready for 
the unhurried pace of the small 
island. 

The forest-covered island is 
just over 27-kilometres long, six 
kilometres at its widest point, 
and 1.6 at its narrowest. 

The island is a walking and 
hiking paradise, with water, 
island and far-off mountain 
views from almost eveiy one 
of the dozens of beach-access 
points. Much of the wildlife on 
the island appears indifferent 
to humans. 

The deer will saunter off the 
road as your car comes near, 
then turn back to stare if you 
stop to look at them. 

Henny Schnare has photo¬ 


graphed the island’s wildlife 
for many years and is the 
membership director for the 
Galiano Island Chamber of 
Commerce. 

“We have absolutely thou¬ 
sands of humming birds eveiy 
year, principally the rufous 
humming bird that lands on all 
the Guff Islands,” she said. 

“They come at the end of 
March all the way through to 
August and some even over 
winter.” 

But you can also see eagles 
fishing off the bluffs, thousands 
of gulls gathering in Active Pass 
and killer whales just off the 
beaches, she said. 

“The other thing that we ac¬ 
tually keep quite secret on the 
island is that we have a tremen¬ 
dous number of the great blue 
herons,” she said as her voice 
became low and conspiratorial. 

“We don’t tend to publicize 
where they are because they 
own the place, we don’t.” 

You may happen on nesting 
herons on a beach walk. Find¬ 
ing those walks is easy, beach 
access is well marked on the 
road with a sign. 

Some access points may 


take you on a meandering 
walk through a quiet forest 
of massive trees, sword ferns 
and salal, while others offer a 
stunning bluff view before you 
begin a steep trek down. 

At low tide, you can walk 
over many of the sandstone 
beaches to explore the sea life. 

One of the island’s most 
spectacular beaches is in Mon¬ 
tague Harbour Provincial Mar¬ 
ine Park on the west side of the 
island. 

The park is the site of an 
ancient First Nation’s mid¬ 
den pit, believed to be about 
3,000 years old. It was home 
to the Coast Salish, Penela- 
kut First Nation, when the 
island’s namesake, Spanish 
explorer Dionisio Alcala Gali¬ 
ano, explored Canada’s West 
Coast in 1792. 

Montague beach is covered 
in white sand from the many 
layers of discarded shells on 
the beach. The sand makes 
the water appear an aqua blue- 
green that rivals any Caribbean 
beach. 

But the water’s chilly tem¬ 
perature quickly dispels any 
other such connections. 


During the summer, beach¬ 
es on the east side of the island 
are “very swimable” because 
of the warmer waters com¬ 
ing from the Fraser River, just 
across the Salish Sea, Schnare 
said. 

If you’re looking for a trail 


walk or hike, there are about 75 
kilometres of trails to explore. 

“It’s a great place for hik¬ 
ing,” said Paul LeBlond of the 
Galiano Trails Society, one of 
several groups that oversee 
the trails on the island.

Get them talking 

People love talking about 
themselves.

Conversation helps build a 
relationship, showcases your 
product knowledge and makes 
the customer feel like you’re 
their friend instead of a sales¬ 
person. How, though? 

Ask open-ended questions 

Get your customers talking by 
asking them open-ended ques¬ 
tions. You don’t want their re¬ 
sponse to be “yes” or “no” be¬ 
cause you can’t learn anything 
about them, how they plan to 
use the product or how much 
they’re able to spend. 

This process will reveal 
products or services that the 
customers didn’t intend to buy.

The answers to your open- 
ended questions will help you 
suggest products the customer 
might need to solve a problem 
they expressed during your con¬ 
versation.

Not eveiy upselling stoiy 
has a happy ending.

If you believe eveiything you 
read on the Internet, coconut 
oil is a panacea, recommended 
for eveiything from hying your 
chicken to shaving your legs. 

Its proponents say it relieves 
stress, promotes increased 
immunity, metabolism and 
weight loss, fights viruses, Alz¬ 
heimer’s disease, kidney prob¬ 
lems, heart disease, high blood 
pressure and much more. 

But coconut oil is more than 
90 per cent saturated fat, or 
about 11.8 grams per 15 milli¬ 
litres, compared to about 63 per 
cent or 7.2 grams for the same 
amount of butter. And satur¬ 
ated fat is generally considered 
to be a “bad” fat that increases 
overall cholesterol levels. 

The reason this doesn’t 
apply to coconut oil, say sup¬ 
porters, is that about half 
the saturated fat in the oil 
is medium-chain fatty acids, 
which are easier to digest than 
the more prevalent long-chain 
fatty acids in most other oils. 

While the scientific com¬ 
munity doesn’t disagree, it 
urges caution. Eveiybody from 
the World Health Organization 
to the American Heart Associa¬ 
tion and Dietitians of Canada 
advise limiting the consump¬ 


tion of significant amounts of 
coconut oil due to its high sat¬ 
urated fat content. 

Jackie Sarginson of Ques- 
nel, B.C., is a firm believer in 
the benefits of coconut oil. She 
is one of the owners of T.T. Ul¬ 
timate Products, the Canadian 
distributor of a high-end line 
of coconut oil called Tropical 
Traditions. 


All coconut oil comes in the 
form of a white solid and looks 
much like shortening. Stored at 
room temperature, it will last 
for years. 

Broccoli or Green Beans With 
Orange Ginger Sauce 

1. Blanch veg in boiling salted 
water 4 minutes. Drain. 


• 1 bunch broccoli, cut into 
florets, or 750 ml (3 cups) 
green beans, sliced diagonally

It’s a new season. With warmer weather around 
the corner, get your vehicle looking its best 


Living in Canada means that 
most of us have to endure 
long, cold winters and that 
can be tough on our vehicles. 
Salt, snow and freezing cold 
temperatures can test electric¬ 
al systems, stain carpets and 
generally cause our vehicles to 
look filthy and unkempt. 

When spring rolls around 
and the days get warmer and 
longer, we want to be outside 
and show off our favourite 


ride. However, in order to 
ensure that it both looks and 
runs good, there are some 
things you need to consider as 
the last vestiges of winter are 
left behind. 

Change your fluids 

Whether the car has been 
driven during winter or not, 
one of the best things you can 
do is change the fluids. This 
includes the oil, transmission 


fluid, power steering fluid, dif¬ 
ferential fluid and anti-freeze. 
If you are unsure of the last 
time any were changed do 
it as a matter of precaution. 
If the vehicle is newer, then 
refer to your owner’s manual 
and the warranty information 
booklet. 

Rust proofing 

If you want your vehicle to 
last longer, an annual applica¬ 
tion of rust proofing is a good 
investment. The best time to 
have rust proofing applied is 
during the spring since warm¬ 
er temperatures and salt resi¬ 


due left over from winter ac¬ 
celerate the oxidation process. 

Check your belts and hoses 

Another easy thing to do is to 
check your belts and hoses. 
Over time, rubber becomes 
brittle, causing it to crack. 
Even if you aren’t able to 
change them yourself, get 
them inspected as part of your 
spring service. 

Give it a bath 

This might seem obvious, but 
once the warmer weather ar¬ 
rives, spend the time to give 
your vehicle a good wash. Be¬ 


fore you start, make sure you 
wash the vehicle out of direct 
sunlight in order to prevent 
soap and water stains from 
forming on the paint. 

Detailing 

Once the vehicle has been 
washed, it’s time to detail 
it. There are a huge range of 
vehicle specific detailing prod¬ 
ucts on the market today, ran¬ 
ging from tire shine, to paint 
polishes and waxes, glass 
cleaners and even trim and 
interior sprays.

Clean the inside 

Besides the exterior, you 
should clean inside, too. 
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Do you love your car? 


The majority of Canadians are 
having a love affair with their 
cars, according to a recent 
survey. 

An Angus Reid public 
opinion poll commissioned 
by Canadian Tire found that 
63 per cent of Canadian driv¬ 
ers say their vehicle is like an 
extra appendage with which 
they can’t live without. Sur¬ 
vey results also show that 
Canadians are spending con¬ 
siderable time in their cars 
— nearly half (46 per cent) 
spend four to nine hours be¬ 
hind the wheel and another 
18 per cent spend between 10 
to 15 hours each week in their 
vehicle. 

Despite feeling the love for 
their cars, however, results re¬ 
veal that some owners are less 
devoted when it comes to car¬ 
ing for their vehicles. While 
the majority (79 per cent) of 
Canadians like to keep the 
exterior of their cars shiny 
and clean by washing them 
at least three or four times 
throughout the year, only half 
of drivers give their interiors 
the same TLC, despite admit¬ 
ting that they regularly eat 
and drink in their cars. 


More survey findings 


• Pet names: Fourteen per 
cent of car owners admit 
to naming their cars, 
with “Baby” or “Mon 
Bebe” topping the list as 
most popular names. 


• DIY approach: Canadian 
car owners are hands-on 
when it comes to wash¬ 
ing the exterior of their 
cars, whether doing it at 
home (40 per cent) or at 
a drive-through (49 per 
cent). Only six per cent 
have their cars profes¬ 
sionally cleaned. 


• Total car protection: 

Twenty-two per cent of 
owners say they will not 
let anyone eat or drink in 
their car at all, in order 
to keep it looking great. 


“With winter driving be¬ 
hind us and summer road 
trips on the horizon, it’s time 
for Canadian car owners to 
show their cars some love by 
shifting into spring with the 


proper cleaning and mainten¬ 
ance,” said Tony Kuczynslci, 
vice-president of accessories, 
tires and auto service for Can¬ 
adian Tire. 

Winter tire removal 

When it comes to winter tire 
removal, owners were split on 
the best time of year to do so. 
Nearly one-third (30 per cent) 
of respondents remove them 
as soon as the snow melts, 
while 28 per cent wait until at 
least May, just to be safe. 

Kuczynslci suggests that 
car owners who are waiting 
until May might be causing 
unnecessary damage. 

“With experience in¬ 
stalling and removing hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of winter 
tires every year, we recom¬ 
mend that in order to avoid 
excessive tire wear, winter 
tires should be changed when 
the temperature outside rises 
above 7 C, which in most of 
Canada is between mid-April 
and May. Winter tires left on 
too long in warm weather 
can accelerate wear and tear 
to the treads, which could 
impact grip on the road next

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Potholes. Avoid a hefty price tag 


You’re driving along when 
you feel that familiar jolt 
after unexpectedly hitting a 
pothole. 

You know without even 
looking at a calendar that it’s 
pothole season, the time of 
year when you notice more 
and more craters popping 
up on your drive to and from 
home. 

For some drivers, pothole 
season comes with a hefty 
price tag. Damage to your 
vehicle could mean costly 
repairs. The parts of your car 
that may be damaged include 



— wheel alignment, muf¬ 
flers, wheel rims/hubcaps, 
tires, suspension components 
and shock absorbers. 

The CAA recommends the 
following spring driving tips: 
• Keep your speed down. 


• Be cautious when roads are 
wet, as there may be a pot¬ 
hole under that puddle. 

• Be extra careful at night 
when potholes are hard to 
see. 

• Watch for cyclists swerving 
to avoid potholes. 

• Keep tires properly inflated. 
An improperly inflated tire 
increases the chance it will 
burst when it hits a pothole. 

• Have tires, wheels and sus¬ 
pension components of your 
vehicle inspected frequently 
if you drive over potholes.

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Survey. Women feel 
slighted at auto shops 



Keep your vehicle running smoothly 


Today’s woman still takes a 
back seat to her male counter¬ 
part when it comes to servi¬ 
cing her car, according to a 
recent survey. 

A poll commissioned by 
Speedy Corporation, a leader 
in while-you-wait automotive 
services, found that almost 
half of Canadian women sur¬ 
veyed (43 per cent) feel they 
receive worse service than 


men when it comes to having 
their cars fixed. 

Further, 42 per cent of 
women believe they are quot¬ 
ed higher prices than men 
when looking to service their 
cars. This old-fashioned no¬ 
tion that automotive repair 
shops favour the male driver 
is not only held by women — 
the survey found that more 
than one-third of men polled 


(36 per cent) feel the level of 
service delivered by a mech¬ 
anic is affected by gender. 
Clearly, men are also noticing 
that women don’t receive the 
same level of service. 

Despite a biased treatment 
at the shop, women appear to 
be adopting a do-it-yourself 
attitude in their own garag¬ 
es. Not afraid to roll up their 
sleeves and get down with 
dirt, 70 per cent of women 
surveyed said they know how 
to check their car’s oil. Just 
more than half of Canadian 
women surveyed (52 per cent) 
said they could change a wind¬ 
shield wiper, and one-third 
said they are comfortable 
changing a tire. 

However, the level of car 
care confidence seems to be 
generational, with women 
aged 18 to 44 showing the 
highest rates of do-it-your¬ 
self skills, while women 50 
and older had the lowest 
response rates for hands-on 
maintenance.

Your vehicle has survived 
the harsh winter and with 
the lure of long weekends, 
cottage getaways and sum¬ 
mer road trips, it’s time for 
a spring tune-up so you don’t 
get left at the side of the road. 

The CAA recommends: 

• Seasonal maintenance 
checkups. 

• Give your vehicle a thor¬ 
ough cleaning to remove salt 
and sand accumulated over 
the winter. Clean under the 
hood; shampoo the engine 


and wheel wells. 

• Check all lights to ensure 
they are in good working or¬ 
der, including the headlights, 
brake, reverse, turn indicators, 
hazard lights and license plate. 

• Remove winter tires and in¬ 
stall all-season tires. 

• Make sure your tire pres¬ 
sure is within factoiy specifi¬ 
cations. The vehicle’s owner 
manual will have recommen¬ 
dations and the information 
can also be found on the driv¬ 
ers’ door jam or glove box. 


• Always keep your mirrors 
and windows clean. 

• Check your wiper blades 
and replace if they are worn 
or damaged. Wiper blades are 
critical for safety, and only 
have a lifespan of about 12 
months. 

• Change your oil eveiy 5,000 
kilometres or three months 
(whichever comes first) and 
keep fluids like brake, cool¬ 
ant and windshield washer 
topped up.

Design 


The Forte’s looks for 2014 
have been dramatically 
changed from play-it-safe 
conservative to fashion¬ 
ably sophisticated. The car 
contains elements of the 
Elantra, particularly above 
the beltline with its dramatic¬ 
ally sloping windshield, while 
the distinctive familial “tiger 
nose” provides an import¬ 
ant point of differentiation. 
Overall length has increased 
by about 2.5 centimetres, 
while the distance between 
the front and rear wheels has 



been extended by five centi¬ 
metres. That stretch pays off 
in added legroom for front 
and rear passengers, but a 
lower roofline means there’s 
a bit less total passenger 
volume than before.

Also dialed back somewhat 
is the Forte’s power. The 
new base 1.8-litre engine 
(also shared with the Elan¬ 
tra) pumps out 148 horse¬ 
power and 131 pound-feet 
of torque, compared 
with 156 horsepower and 
144 pound-feet for the 
previous base 2.0-litre. 

The now-optional 2.0-litre 
four-cylinder (that surpris¬ 
ingly is not on the Elantra 
sedan’s menu) produces 
173 horsepower and 154 
pound-feet of torque. 


Fuel economy 


Official fuel-economy 
stats (a touchy subject for 
Hyundai/Kia lately, given 
its recent recanting of 
fuel economy claims on 
certain models) have yet 
to be released, but the 
numbers for the base 1.8 
should be in the 7.0-1/100- 
lcm range in the city 
and about 5.0-5.5 on the 
highway.

Despite being an all-new model 
for 2010, the Kia Forte never 
really caught on in a big way. 
When you look at the numbers 
now, it really has nowhere to go 
but up, and with this redesign, 
that’s where this compact is 
headed. 

The new Forte that launches 
this spring bears the unmistak¬ 
able influence of design chief 
Peter Schreyer. For the past six 


years, the former Audi stylist 
has been largely responsible for 
the style of Kia’s fleet, as well 
as those built by its Hyundai 
parent. With Schreyer’s assist¬ 
ance, Hyundai Elantra sales 
have more than doubled since 
the 2008 model year, while the 
Forte, which trails by a con¬ 
siderable margin, has experi¬ 
enced a more modest advance 
since arriving for 2010. The 
Forte’s platform is shared with 
the Elantra. 

A six-speed manual trans¬ 


mission comes with the 1.8, 
while a six-speed automatic is 
optional but standard with the 
2.0 along with Kia’s “Idle Stop 
& Go.” This piece of new fuel¬ 
saving tech shuts off the engine 
when the Forte is stopped in 
traffic, then restarts it when the 
brake pedal is released. 

Spending time aboard the 
Forte will prove comforting for 
passengers and especially pleas¬ 
ing for the driver who faces an 
intuitively laid-out dashboard 
and control panel. 


He or she also has com¬ 
mand over the level of steering 
effort with the Forte’s optional 
Flex Steer system. With it, the 
electric power steering can be 
adjusted to comfort, normal 
and sport settings, with the lat¬ 
ter offering the least amount of 
assist. 

Of the Forte’s two trim lev¬ 
els, the starting-point LX leans 
to the simpler side of the ledger 
with its smaller engine, 15-inch 
steel wheels, basic audio sys¬ 
tem and the lack of cruise con¬ 


trol or a lceyless-remote-entry 
button on the fob. 

Move up to the EX and it’s a 
different story. Along with add¬ 
ing the LX’s missing items, you 
can count on dual-zone climate 
control, a Microsoft-powered 
infotainment system, backup 
camera, glove-box cooler and 
16-inch alloy wheels. Oh, and 
the optional 2.0-litre four-cylin¬ 
der is also an EX staple. 

But it’s the lengthy option 
list that can turn the EX into a 
junior-sized luxury sedan.

Some technological shifts 
take place over decades. 
Others take longer. We’re 
still waiting, for example, 
for banking institutions to 
take less than five business 
days to clear a local cheque, 
even though they collect¬ 
ively possess more data 
transfer technology than the 
team of international engin¬ 
eers working on the World 
Space Station. 

But let’s talk about a 
technological shift that’s 
more fun — how vehicle off¬ 
road technology is evolving 
from hardware to software. 

Before computers crept 
into vehicles, if you wanted 
to go up a rugged hill with 
a 35-degree slope, you need¬ 
ed a squarish Jeep or Land 
Rover complete with lock¬ 
ing differentials and hubs, a 
set of lower gears, a transfer 
case to select 4x4 and those 
lower gears, stiffer and big¬ 
ger springs, skids plates, and 
tires so knobby that ground 
squirrels could live in their 
grooves for weeks. All manly 
and beefy stuff. 

And the driving itself was 
equally rugged. Levers had to 
be pulled with some force. 
Braking, steering, shifting 


and gas pedalling all needed 
to be ratcheted up several 
notches over normal “on- 
pavement” standards. 

You might step into an 
off-road vehicle like a highly 
evolved man or woman, but 
once fully 4x4 engaged, you 
would start grunting instead 
of using your words, shirt ma¬ 
terial would magically turn to 
flannel and your shut-down 
chainsaw would intermittent¬ 
ly murmur in anticipation. 

But no such transformation 
took place last week when we 
had an opportunity to try out 
the all-new 2014 Subaru For¬ 
ester and its new-fangled off¬ 


road system. To keep Forester 
as one of the more capable ofif- 
roaders in its segment, Subaru 
updated its AWD system, but 
not so much with anything 
meaty and metally — more 
by making it smarter, through 
software. 

Unlike the previous sys¬ 
tem, this AWD system talks 
to the steering wheel, the 
yaw rate sensor (how the 
vehicle rotates on its centre 
axis), and a device that meas¬ 
ures transverse acceleration 
(I only wish I knew how to 
explain that). 

Also new is X-Mode. Hit 
the X-mode switch on the 


console and Forester is trans¬ 
formed into a slow-speed off¬ 
road rock star (only works 
under 40 lcm/hr). 

Some of the things it does: 
makes the throttle easier to 
feed in small amounts of power 
when going uphill; makes the 
throttle easier to more quickly 
feed in power when traversing 
rough roads and keeps a lower 
gear longer with no torque 
convertor lock-up. 

Because the VDC system 
is already capable of apply¬ 
ing brakes and throttle to 
keep a vehicle from spin¬ 
ning out of control, Subaru 
uses the functions to give us 
X-Mode’s “Hill Descent” fea¬ 
ture. Just point the vehicle 
down a steep hill and keep 
your feet off the brakes 
and throttle — and steer. 
The system automatically 
brakes and maintains the 
appropriate speed. 

A final thought: after the 
Forester and I climbed a veiy 
steep and craggy hill, and 
then came down it in Hill 
Descent mode, and I was 
suitably impressed, I thought 
I would walk back up the hill 
for photo opportunities. 

All I had to work with 
was my two un-techno legs, 
and I couldn’t believe how 
easy it was, and how well 
suited they were for that 
task. Don’t know where to 
go with that, just thought I 
would mention it.

The Chevrolet HHR was a 
crossover wagon that rode the 
same platform as the Chevro¬ 
let Cobalt, was powered exclu¬ 
sively by four-cylinder engines 
and offered up retro styling, 
a flexible cabin and relatively 
low operating costs. 

Look for feature content 
including Bluetooth, a sun¬ 
roof, keyless entiy, power 
accessories, leather-wrapped 
accents and more. Shoppers 
should note that LS models 
were the more “basic” HHR 
units, while LT models were 
more loaded. 


Common Issues 


Key concerns on a used HHR 
tend to centre around elec¬ 
tric steering system failure, 
which could cause a loss of 
power assist. This may startle 
drivers and could result in an 
accident. Thankfully a recall 
addressed this situation, and 
your local GM dealership has 
more details. 

Check the automatic gear 
shifter for proper operation, 
ensuring it shifts with no 
hesitation or difficulty. A 
faulty shifter button, cable 
and/or brake interlock switch 
could be to blame if that’s not 
the case. You’ll also want to 
note the ease of starting the 



engine and removing the key 
afterward, as some owners 
have reported issues with the 
ignition key. 

Hard or aggressive shifting 
from a model with the auto¬ 
matic gearbox could be a sign 
of a problem with a sensor or 
computer module controlling 
the gearbox. Finally, note any 
clunking or popping noises, 
especially from the front end, 
which could be evidence of a 
worn-out suspension part. 


Engine 


© Look for a 2.2 litre 
engine with 143 
horsepower or a 2.4 
litre with 172. Engine 
output was increased slightly 
in 2007, and all models got a 
four-speed automatic or five- 
speed manual transmission 
that drove the front wheels. 


What owners like 


O Ride quality, hand¬ 
ling, fuel mileage and 
interior flexibility 
were all highly rated by HHR 
owners taking to the web. 
Smooth and refined power- 
plant performance was also 
noted. 


What owners dislike 


O Fussy seat controls, 
manual transmis¬ 
sion shifter feel and 
rearward visibility, alongside 
blind spots, were among 
the HHR’s more common 
complaints. 


Verdict 


Lower-than-average resale 
value combine with low run¬ 
ning costs and high flexibil¬ 
ity make a well-maintained, 
mechanically fit HHR a 
decent used buy. Just have 
that power steering system 
checked out.

No matter what type of vehicle 
you’re driving, your fuel econ¬ 
omy will improve if you keep a 
light foot on the throttle. Many 
automakers are now making it 
easier by including an “Econ¬ 
omy” button that will help do 
it for you. 

“The Econ button has the 
ability to make you drive gent¬ 
ly,” says Hayato Mori, manager 
of product planning for Honda 
Canada. “It will feel like your 
engine just went down one 
size. The car functions fine, but 
if you’re used to certain accel¬ 
eration, you sacrifice a bit of 
performance for fuel (savings).” 

The Econ button affects 
the throttle response and air 
conditioning, along with the 
transmission on automatic- 
equipped vehicles. 

Most cars no longer have a 
cable or mechanical linkage 
connecting the throttle pedal 


to the engine. Instead, your foot 
pressure on the pedal sends an 
electronic signal to a computer 
that determines how much fuel 
to send to the engine. 

Since hard “jackrabbit 
starts” are wasteful, the Econ 
system regulates a gentler 
throttle response, although 
you’ll still have power to get up 
to speed or to pass other traffic. 

Staying in a lower gear as 
your speed increases makes 
your engine work harder. An 
automatic transmission will 
always shift gears when the en¬ 
gine speed is high enough that 
the next gear is appropriate. 
But in Econ mode, the trans¬ 
mission will shift into the high¬ 
er gears as soon as possible to 
reduce the load on the engine, 
which also saves fuel. 

The Econ system won’t 
have any control over a manu¬ 
al transmission, where it’s up 
to the driver to shift gears, but 
there may be an upshift light in 
the dash. This advises the driv¬ 
er, based on the engine speed, 
when he should shift to a high¬ 
er gear for better fuel economy. 

Finally, when the Econ but¬ 
ton is activated and the air 
conditioning is on, the system 
will limit the length of time 


More tips 


• Many vehicles have a 
“Sport” button, which 
works opposite to an 
Econ button: it quickens 
throttle response, holds 
lower gears longer, and 
on some, tightens the 
steering feel for sportier 
performance. 


• Your fuel economy will 
always improve if you 
accelerate gently, and use 
steady throttle pressure to 
maintain your speed. 


the a/c condenser runs. The 
condenser uses engine power, 
so while the cabin may be 
slightly warmer than with full 
a/c, you’ll notice a difference in 
fuel consumption. 

Several Honda vehicles have 
lights in the instrument clus¬ 
ter, which coach you to drive 
more efficiently by changing 
from green to blue if your 
foot’s too heavy. “If you follow 
the coaching lights and use the 
Econ button, you can get up to 
four and possibly six per cent 
savings in fuel,” Mori says.

It often feels like it takes for¬ 
ever, but eventually winter 
turns into spring. And when 
it does, your car will benefit 
from some extra attention to 
get it ready for nicer weather. 

“First and foremost, know 
how your vehicle handled 
itself through the winter,” 
says Ben Spatafora, national 
director for CarCostCanada. 
“Imperfections will usually 
come to the surface through 
inclement weather.” 

Thoroughly clean the car 
inside and out to get rid of win¬ 
ter grime. Salt build-up on the 
underside can eventually dam¬ 
age the components. Spraying 
under the car with a pressure 


washer or high-powered hose 
at the coin-operated wash can 
help to remove much of this. 

Salt can also affect the 
interior, building up on car¬ 
pets and corroding the metal 
mounting brackets that hold 
the seats in. Cleaning the 
floor completely will help 
prevent expensive damage. 

When the car is clean, look 
for small scrapes or dings that 
could turn into rust if they’re 
not touched up. There can 
also be hidden damage, espe¬ 
cially since you might have hit 
potholes or curbs that were 
hidden by snow. “It’s not a 
bad idea to get the vehicle in¬ 
spected by a licensed mechan¬ 
ic,” Spatafora says. “Have him 
inspect the components for 
damage and imperfections.” 

A lot has happened under 
the hood all winter, as well. 
Engine oil tends to get thick¬ 
er in cold weather and thin¬ 
ner with heat, so oil compan¬ 
ies blend different viscosities 
for optimum performance. 
Changing your oil in spring 
to a summer weight will re- 


Tips 


• Whenever you're driving, 
listen for any unusual 
noises in your car, or 
changes in the way the 
brakes or steering feel. If 
you catch problems early, 
repairs usually cost less. 


• If you use winter tires, 
switch to all-season or 
summer tires as soon 
as the weather turns 
warmer, to avoid pre¬ 
mature wear on them. 


move dirty oil that’s past its 
prime and replace it with the 
appropriate summer blend. 

Extreme temperatures are 
hard on rubber parts, so have 
the technician check all of the 
hoses and belts to be sure they 
haven’t cracked or softened. 

Plastic headlights can oxi¬ 
dize and turn cloudy. Auto 
parts stores sell easy-to-use kits 
to polish them, which will im¬ 
prove your visibility at night.

stops, while the highway test 
simulates a 16 km trip that 
does not include any stops. 

The ratings reflect the re¬ 
sults of the specific simulated 
tests. While the ratings are 
achievable under ideal condi¬ 
tions and when applying fuel- 
efficient driving techniques, 
the following factors can sig¬ 
nificantly affect the fuel con¬ 
sumption of a vehicle. 

These include driving style 
and behaviour, vehicle accel¬ 
eration, braking and driving 
speed, age and condition of 
the vehicle, traffic and road 
conditions and drive systems 
and powered accessories. 

In addition, small variations 
in manufacturing can cause 
fuel consumption differences 
in the same make and model, 
and some vehicles don’t at¬
